I just read your article in Cycle News 
and I want to tell you I wish I could have 
written it myself, 

I am a motorcycle dealer here in a 
small town just north of Sacramento, 
that’s where the great motorcycle law 
dictators have their big get together and 
think of all kinds of groovy things for us 
motorcyclists to do or not to do and to 
wear or not to wear.) 

I became really interested in motor- 
cycles around 1960 when I acquired my 
first one, a 124cc Japanese 4-stroker, It 
was successful around here in ‘63, ‘64 
and ‘65, then it was outclassed and so 
was I, I bummed a few rides on other 
scooters for quite some time and was 
lucky enough to get.introduced to one of 
the nicest guys in the trade — John Mar- 
tin from Fairfield, through whom I was 
introduced first hand to the Wonderful 
World of Professional Racing. 

I love it! I just wish I were 10 years 
younger and knew what I know now. Al- 
though I had never competed in any large 
scale with the pro's before, I had been 
introduced to several and had enjoyed 
talking to them. Most are just ordinary 
guys, doing what they want and getting 
paid (poorly) for it, some like myself 
shouldn't be risking injury for what 
we get. 

I have a lovely wife and four of the 
greatest kids in the world who think I'm 
the only guy that knows how to ride a 
motorcycle. So — what do wives and 
kids know? 

Well, my first half-mile at Tulare last 
year I started learning to ride all over 
again on a never before seen, by me, 
fast 250 two-stroker, Why, I tell you, I 
looked at the Amateurs and Experts 
practicing and thought to myself, well 
you wanted to be a pro, make big money, 
lets see what you can do wise guy. 

Practice was short, and so was I — in 
the heat race, transferring from the heat 
to the truck in one fell swoop. 

Well I got my Amateur plate this year 
by some stroke of luck, and I m not about 
to stop now. No sir, I'm going to stay in 
there now for some of the really big 
money. HA! HA! 

Some of the guys that finish jalopy 
races around here make more money 
than first place pays to an Amateur at a 
National, Granted, Novice money is like 
getting paid to practice butafter he earns 
his Amateur, then Expert plate he has to 
keep racing every week to stay in shape 
or go back to trail riding. But in this 
area, when he makes Expert he has had 
it, Sure, Dan Haaby can tell you whatfun 
it is to drive from Sacramento to Los 
Angeles. To ride Ascot then make $10.00 
or nothing, that's part of the profession, 

But — How about if he wants to ride 
around here? NO! says the ‘ Great dic- 
tators somewhere in Ohio." Well said, 
Elliott! This would be harmful to the pro 
side of the sport, If he rides that well 
make him spend $100.00 and come to 
L.A, where he can ride once a week in 
the summer, providing he doesn't break 
his neck when he gets off in the corner 
around 90 mph. 

How about that 25-miler here in Sacra- 
mento where the winner rides like the 
end is near and receives his just reward. 
The ENTIRE purse, incidentally, one of 
the biggest in the country, is about one- 
third that of just the winners share, not 
including fringe benefits, of the big car 
race which follows about a month later 
and I thought not nearly as exciting! 

When you think about it we really don’t 
have much in the way of fire power from 
the Ohio brigade do we? Or else they 
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would see to it, for their own benefit as 
well as ours, that we were paid enough to 
attract more and better riders, because 
they could afford to travel on the win- 


I think motorcycling requires more in 
the way of common sense, quick reflexes, 
and prolonged skill than any of the motor- 
ized sports going, yet, it is also to my 
knowledge the poorest paid. 

How about it pro's and pro's sponsors 
and promoters and even you unrealistic 
Dictators in Ohio, Let's make pro racing 
something to be more proud of, The 
riders ride hard on money-sponsored 
rigs, how about seeing some more $5,000 
and $10,000 purses and some $50,000 
Nationals, 

Pve got too many responsibilities to 
keep racing professionally much longer 
but the kids coming up in the future 
would sure be grateful for it if it were 
there when they got their hopes up to be 
part of the Wonderful World of Profes- 
sional Racing.

SAFETY IS KNOWING HOW 


One of the favorite banners of recent 
years if ‘‘safety’’ and a great battering 
ram it has become...perhaps a little too 
much so. But **safety" is not just an 
empty word, While we have argued loud 
and long for our inherent right to take 
risks, the taking of a calculated risk by 
a skilled person is quite different from 
the novice who stumbles into disaster 
simply because he doesn’t know it is 
there or how to avoid it, Riding a 
motorcycle is a skill and when done by 
people who have NOT acquired that skill 
it can be dangerous. This doesn’t con- 
demn motorcycles, instead it indicates 
the need for knowledge and practice be- 
fore venturing onto the battlefield called 
our public roads. 

Obviously a lot of friends are com- 
petent teachers, Quite a few people are 
riding today and almost all of them 
learned from friends, But the percentage 
isn't quite good enough, There is a 
statistic often repeated about the seventy 
or so percent of the fatal accidents that 
occurred within the first year of riding, 
frequently on the first attempt. Motor- 
cycle riders, like automobile drivers, 
pilots and scuba divers, need the oppor- 
tunity to acquire their skill in a pro- 
tected situation using the best instruc- 
tional techniques which can be developed. 

We should have motorcycle rider 
training in the public schools, The motor- 
eyclist uses the public roadway. He has 
the same right to be properly taught as 
the automobile driver has, 

Everyone benefits from a training pro- 
gram, The public benefits because the 
competence of all users of the public 
roads lessens the traffic bassle, The 
industry benefits because the trained 
rider has a new enthusiasm and respect 
for motorcycling. The other riders bene- 
fit because the improved safety picture 
lessens the barrage of ‘‘after the fact 
of accident" safety legislation. The 
trainee benefits because he has a better 
chance of staying around to enjoy riding. 

The appeal of the motorcycle is wide- 
spread, It will not be lessened (as some 
people apparently believe) by the lack of 
training facilities, The experience of the 
Los Angeles Motorcycle Safety Rider 
Training Program is that many of the 
Students are adults, often in the parent 
and grandparent class. Many have ridden 
before to some extent and want to im- 
prove their ability. 

The motorcycle has animportant place 
in the future traffic picture. The avail- 
ability of adequate training is the key to 
this place, Yet training programs have 
been few and far between, and usually 
lacking in the kind of determined support 
required to make them a part of the per- 
manent picture, The most solidly based 
effort is the current program of the L.A, 
Adult School. But this program must 
have our support if it is not to become 
just another **experiment.'" Motorcycle 
rider training can become a part of our 
educational picture, or it can be another 
twenty-five years and thousands of ac- 
cidents (as it was with automobiles) be- 
fore the right of the motorcycle rider 
is recognized, 

What are we going to do? It's our bag 
-ethe motorcycle, We can’t expect the 
public (the part that doesn’t like motor- 
cycles anyway) to see that they are going 
to benefit from training cyclists, if we 
don't see it and do something about it, 
We can put real meaning into the idea of 
“safety” by making it possible for new 
riders to learn how to be safe,

Tragic Novice Night 


The brilliance of Novice point leader 
Keith Mashburn’s latest Main Event win, 
his fifth of the season aboard a sizzling 
Yamaha, was dimmed when tragedy swept 
across the Ascot oval, 2 

On the second lap of the 8-lap feature, 
Bultaco rider Don McAlear hit the first 
turn fence, sustaining serious head in- 
juries. Hospitalized immediately, Don 
never regained consciousness and died 
soon afterward, 

The likable and enthusiastic 33-year- 
old second-year Novice, long a desert 
and scrambles competitor (and member 
of the Hilltoppers M.C.), leaves a wife, 
Arlene, and three children, His death is 
a shocking blow to all his many friends, 
and the loss his wife feels is shared by 
the entire motorcycle racing fraternity... 
Don McAlear was a really nice guy, 
whose sincerity and friendliness won’t 
soon be forgotten. 

But the race went on, Again a start, 
again a crash on lap two, this time in 
the north turn. Again the ambulance 
rushed to the scene where severalriders 
had spilled, and once more a severely- 
injured rider was hurried to the hospit- 
al — Yamaha-mounted Larry Mane, His 
condition remains critical at presstime,. 

On the third and final restart, Mash- 
burn took the lead immediately and held 
it throughout the event, finishing ahead 
of Don Dudek (Yamaha), Dave Stroman 
(H-D) and Dave Aldana (BSA),

But in the heat of the Main Event ac- 
tion, we mistook Buchner for another 47, 
#47y Mark Brelsford, also a BSA rider, 
who although usually a feature event 
starter, went to the pits in his heat race, 
The Bacarella-tuned BSA will sport a 
BIG **R" on the number plates in the 
future, and your reporter will sport 
magnifying glasses or binoculars to 
compensate for a sincerely-regretted 
error, especially in the face of such 
commendable effort by both tuner and

The Viewfinders Grand Prix 
was, in our estimation, the most 
beautifully run event we've ever 
Seen. That was our opinion and 
the same opinion was held by 
lots ofothers who were there who 
went out of their way to tell View- 
finder members or one of Cycle 
News people the same thing. And 
the truth is that this was only 
the second race the club had ever 
thrown, but their organization was 
terrific. 


The course? Whee! Three-miles 
around, the Westlake Village, Calif. 
track had something for everyone on 
Мау 25 and 26, The starts were Le Mans- 
Style and after getting going, the riders 
had a long slightly uphill straight before 
the first turn which neatly eliminated 
any pile-ups with too many riders hitting 
the same time, After that it was up and 
over the gorgeous countryside with ter- 
rain of sandwashes, gullies, a 200-foot 
down-hill and a mud wash that was spec- 
tacular to say the least! If you were good 
you could miss most of the goop by 
traversing it from side to side but the 
whole thing culminated in a mud and 
water hole that you had to hit with a 
really steep up-hill immediately follow- 
ing. Blast up there and you had to ride 
through a barn. That’s what we said, a 
barn, The course then went through part 
of a movie set so it was out of the barn 
and down the **main street’’ to where the 
checkers were seated comfortably on the 
porch of the hotel, The finisher flagman 
was in complete command there with the 
radio headquarters right behind him and 
on down a straight to a bridge with no 
rails on either side and a nice drop off 
into a lake on the far side.

Numbers prepared to do battle for the 
glory, points, and money that the 12- 
Mile AMA National Championship race 
could win for them. 


Fast Time to Markel 


Markel (H-D) was in the pole position 
after qualifying for the event with atime 
of 26.79 and went off the line andinto the 


first turn in the same place, From then 
on it was a repeat of Bart’s victory in 
Richmond, Va. on May 19, ashe stormed 
ahead of the pack atd stayed there for 
all 24 laps. 

But, about 100 yards behind, the battle 
raged as Gary Nixon (Triumph) pulled 
into second place with Dan Haaby (H-D) 
coming from the penalty line to take third, 
Haaby made several valiant attempts to 
pass the National #1, but before his 
dreams could materialize #95, Freddie 
Nix (H-D) stole third place, coming from 
6th.

MICHIGAN HELMET LAW RULED UNCONSTITUTIONAL

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According to W., T. Berry, Jr., Exe- 
cutive Director of AMA, the American 
Motorcycle Association and Harold D. 
Farnam have been informed the Michigan 
Court of Appeals has ruled in their favor 
in a suit brought against the Michigan 
Department of State Police and its Di- 
rector to test the constitutionality of 
Michigan’s Crash Helmet legislation. 

The act in question, which became ef- 
fective in March 1967, amended the 
Michigan Motor Vehicle Code to require 
a person operating or riding ona motor- 
cycle to wear a crash helmet approved 
by the department of State Police. 

Action was first brought to the State of 
Michigan Circuit Court on February 28, 
1967 by AMA and Farnam, asplaintiffs’. 


A summary judgement handed down by 
the Circuit Judge ruled against the 
Plaintiffs’ to favor the State. The matter 
was then taken to the Michigan Court of 
Appeals by legal counsel representing 
AMA and Farnam, 

In a unanimous three-judge decision, 
overruling the summary judgment, the 
Michigan Division 2 Court of Appeals 
ruled that the statute was designed to 
protect the individual motorcyclist from 
himself and not to protect the public 
health, safety, and welfare. Consequent- 
ly, the Court held that the Michigan law 
violates the provisions of the United 
States Constitution and therefore was 
invalid.

"RULES ARE 
RULES” 


By Robert O. Fee 


That was the statementof RRC Referee 
Bill Miller at the May meeting of the 
Southern California Road Riders’ Com- 
mittee when he put his foot down con- 
cerning the method of classifying motor- 
cycles for dress competition at RRC 
events — **Rules are rules," 

“A man would be a fool not to try for 
the lowest classification possible, How- 
ever, once ruled ineligible and told why 
he cannot compete in that particular 
class, it’s notgood sportsmanship to dis- 
rupt the activities with a half-hour 
speech on how it was last month or last 
year,” Miller said. 

The RRC Supplemental rules allowany 
motorcycle, as it comes from the fac- 
tory, and equipped with factory available 
accessories, to standasa stock machine, 
The rider can attach any three non- 
factory accessories without moving into 
the next higher classification of Modified 
Stock, In this case, the attachment must 
generally be with boltor screw. Welding, 
etc, is considered modifying the original 
metal of the machine, The three acces- 
sories are up to the rider. They can be 
as small as three chrome nut covers or 
as large as a fairing, scoot boot, or 
special seat, As saddlebags, turn signals 
and windshields are considered standard 
equipment for the road, these items are 
not considered in determining the number 
of accessories that would move the 
motorcycle to the next higher class. 

The modified stock class is for those 
riders who decorate their motorcycles by 
adding four or more chrome goodies or 
accessories that are not available from 
the factory. **Factory,'' said the Referee, 
“refers to the maker of the motorcycle 
in question, Producing a Harley acces- 
sory catalog doesn’t mean a thing when 
the goodies are hanging on a BMW.” 

“I think I have seen every accessory 
catalog in print, but maybe a new one 
will come out tomorrow. If so, it’s up to 
the contestant to provide it if it might 
help his classification. While I’m a rea- 
sonable man,’’ Miller continued, ‘‘and 
will listen patiently to almost any logical

A PAIR OF SHOES 
WITHOUT TRYING 
THEM ON FIRST?

My father tells of a time, near the turn 
of the century, when he worked in the 
general store in the boom town of Gold- 
field, Nevada. He recalls that the stock 
of shoes was hung by their laces on pegs 
in the wall behind the counter. If a miner 
wanted a pair he called out his size and 
paid his money. If he wanted to try them 
on, he was handed backhis money and the 
shoes were sold to someone else. There 
was only one storeintownand the month- 
ly shipment of shoes was sold outina 
matter of an hour or so, 

Such was the way of doing business in 
the West with nearly every kind of mer- 
chandise, but as transportation methods 
improved and competitors sprang up, the 
supply soon exceeded the demand and then 
the progressive merchant took steps to 
get his share of the market, He made his 
store moreattractive, hung upa few more 
kerosene lanterns (to show off his mer- 
chandise better), kept his displays free 
of dust and changed them regularly. 
These merchants survived and prospered 
while the ones who tried to continue the 
old methods withered away. 


Old-Fashioned Tactics 


It was recently brought to my attention 
that there are motorcycle dealers who 
are still trying to do business in the 
“Horse and buggy’’ manner, My wife and 
I had decided to purchase a motorcycle 
for touring, but we didn'treally know just 
what kind of machine wouldbe best suited 
to our needs. Our procedure was to look 
through the back issues of various cycle 
magazines, reading road tests and search- 
ing the beautiful ads of the various dis- 
tributors and manufacturers. Our next 
step was to visit the local dealers of the 
three makes that we had decided would 


presentation, anyone pulling outa pasted- 
up catalog of his own creation or giving 
me a long-winded snow job, needn't ex- 
pect sweet words of love and appreciation 
for wasting everyone's time," 

«The real bone of contention comes 
when we get to the Semi-Custom class 
which includes any non-factory paint. 
This includes patterns as well as 
colors,” stated Big Daddy. “I am aware 
that some simple pin-striped fairings 
are available as stock items, but Pm 
equally aware that they aren’t elaborate 
hand-drawn productions featuring the 
rider’s initials a foot high.” 

*Non-factory paint as specified in 
Semi-Custom also extends to any acces- 
sories mounted on the machine, The 
saddlebags may not be counted for the 
stock classification, but if anyone shows 
up with 42 coats of Acrylicon those bags, 
he can expect to complete in Semi- 
Custom,’’ 

Miller clarified that “Factory Metal’ 
as used for the custom class, meansany 
material as it comes from the factory or 
manufacturer of the motorcycle or ac- 
cessory. “It is absolutely unbelievable 
the amount of hassle and nit-picking that 
arises over this. One contestant took a 
scoot boot and modified it to look like a 
pilot seat in a jet aircraft for the com- 
fort of the family pet. It was a beautiful 
job, but the fellow kept arguing that his 
machine wasn’t customized. The addition 
of any metal, solder, fiberglass (other 
than bolted-on accessories), etc. that 
changes the original design or lines of 
the motorcycle or accessory will qualify 
the rider for competition in the custom 
class, By the same reasoning any re- 
moval or alteration of any metal, fiber- 
glass, plastic, etc., from the machine or 
accessory that changes the design or 
lines will get the rider a spot 1n the top 
classification, 

‘These rules are fairly simple and 
straightforward. The rider can easily 
change his motorcycle to the class he 
desires,” Miller said. ‘‘The error made 
in not enforcing these rules immediately 
after they were originally adopted will 
not be repeated. The rules have been 
tried, revised, and re-adopted and they 
will be enforced. If the rules don't work, 
the RRC will change them. If the riders 
don’t like them, the RRC can change 
them. However, until the rules are 
changed, rules are rules.'' 


fill our requirements. For one геазоп ог 
another (price, parts and service avail- 
ability, wrong-side shift, etc.) we decided 
against all but one, I will admit that the 
national advertisements and the many 
travel stories involving the make of bike 
that we decided on, did a good job of pre- 
selling, and the idea of nothaving a chain 
to adjust and oil every evening after a 
hard day’s run, also appealed to me. 

We went to the local authorized dealer 
and looked his stock over, After a few 
minutes we found a nice used machine 
that we decided to purchase, but before I 
handed over any money! asked if I might 
take the machine for a little test drive, I 
was curtly answered in the negative. I 
asked if they had a demonstrator that I 
might ride on, and again got a negative 
reply. I asked if he expected me to buy 
one without a demonstration and was in- 
formed that if I wanted to buy his make 
of machine that is exactly the way it 
had to be. 

This negative attitude of merchandis- 
ing got me to wondering if this was the 
general state of affairs among cycle 
dealers and I decided to make a survey 
to see how well the merchants follow up 
the high-budget national advertising of 
their distributors and manufacturers, 

I interviewed a number of other deal- 
ers so I could figure percentages andam 
happy to report that the majority of 
motorcycle merchants are progressive 
businessmen and a credit to the industry 
and an asset to their community. 


Survey Time 


The survey revealed that 30% of the 
dealers have noprovision whatsoever for 
giving the prospective buyer a demon- 
stration, Being so few in number, it was 
easy to recall the type of operation that 
these dealers represent. Generally their 
store lighting was more suitable to a 
theatre lobby, Their floor samples had 
“Keep off’? or ‘Do not touch’’ signs on 
the seats and some showed a need for a 
dust cloth, Advertising literature was 
either scattered among other papers ona 
table or had to be searched for through 
desk drawers, The salesman was doing 
double duty as parts counter man. The 
service dept. looked cluttered and the 
lone mechanic in ditry coveralls was 
sitting on an overturned box tinkering 
with a motorcycle. There was a general 
appearance of inactivity and a check of 
the D.M.V. report of monthly sale

It's Only Natural 


For 15 years the Los Angeles Club has 
had many outstanding names in the field 
of boat and ski racing, and the field of 
motorcycle competition seemed to be a 
“natural,” plus the fact that many mem- 
bers actively participate in AMA racing 


records shows that appearances are not 
deceiving. 

Of the dealers who have a demonstra- 
tion plan only 15% require the prospect 
to sign any kind of release form before 
taking the machine out. 80% of the dealers 
have an off-street area where an inex- 
perienced rider may be given instruc- 
tions in riding and safety precautions, 
Only 30% reported that they hadlostma- 
chines by theft or accident while on a 
demonstration and it was interesting to 
note that they were dealers in large 
displacement English and American- 
made motorcycles, 





The most progressive appearing deal- 
ers were the Yamaha and Honda outlets 
which also sell a popular English brand, 
Their salesmen are seemingly always 
busy with a prospect, If they are not busy 
with a **walk in’’ prospect, they are dis- 
cussing their new models with waiting 
parts or service customers. The ceiling 
is aglow with fluorescent lights and the 
floor samples glisten like jewels, creat- 
ing a desire to own one, Thetwoor three 
parts clerks are not able to handle all 
their customers and there are always 
several waiting, The staff of mechanics 
cannot keep ahead of the work of servic- 
ing customers’ vehicles. A general air 
of prosperity is apparent. 

The H-D dealer has perhaps the larg- 
est display of new and used machines and 
a modern bright service department 
which is a beehive ofactivity. The sales- 
men are neatly dressed and go over the 
merits of their motorcycles with the 
prospects. They are so busy that much 
of the time they have to alternate their 
attention among several interested pros- 
pects. The parts clerks are also neat 


events. Also, they have many amateur 
and beginner riders in addition to the 
expert cyclists. Many of the Club mem- 
bers have won state-wide and national 
competition in boat and ski racing, and 
have turned their natural talents toward 
the desert and motorcycle events. 

When not boat and ski racing in Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, or wherever the circuit 
takes them, you will always find them 
heading for a motorcycle event, or just 


to the desert for some good weekend 


trailing. 

Getting back to the ‘‘Mania,’’ the races 
specialized in tests of skill and agility, 
as well as the usual speed-type races — 
such as the Australian Pursuit, Wheelie 
Contests for Distance, Boot Race, Run& 
Ride, a Scavenger Hunt, and Trials type 
riding. They finished off the weekend with 
a large Hare & Hound event— a course 
approximately 20 miles in length— with 
classes for lightweight and heavyweight 
bikes, as well as a women’s class, Tro- 
phies were given for all events. 


First Cabin Fly-In 


This all took place at the Holiday Hill 
area between Gorman and Lancaster, 
Calif. It was a two-day event. Saturday 
was trail and fun riding, Saturday night 
club members and guests got together for 
a weiner bake, Some enthusiastic mem- 
bers, unable to attend the event for two 
days, flew in by private pJane Sunday so 
they could participate at least one day. 


Club members and guests totaling about 150 
participated in the two-day “motorcycle mania” 
events. 

Never let it be said that the Los An- 
geles Boat & Ski Club doesn’t go “first 
cabin." Its members even constructed a 
«portable head” for this event, painted 
by its younger members, This was, 
needless to say, an “asset” in the middle 
of the desert, especially in mixed com- 
pany. We understand that to this date it 
is still standing and is being appreciated 
by many desert riders in the Holiday 
Hill area. 


and efficient but overworked. Almostany 
time of the day you can observe a sales- 
man in a booth with a customer, wiring 
out a “report of sale,” 

Among the dealers who have a demon- 
stration policy and will give one to any 
qualified prospect, the survey showed 
that 52% of the cycles sold are delivered 
without any kind of demonstration, with 
one dealer stating that 90% of his sales 
are made without a demonstration and 
another at the other extreme reporting 
20% of his sales withouta demonstration, 
One aggressive dealer whose salesmen 
haunt the waiting area for the service 
customers, reports that they make ‘quite 
a few sales" by asking the people to try 
out the latest model of the machine that 
is being serviced. 

In conclusion, it appears that motor- 
cycle merchants, like merchants ingen- 
eral, have to keep up with the times, No 
matter how good a job the national dis- 
tributors do of advertising to generate a 
desire in the prospective buyer, all he 
can do is get the buyer into the dealers’ 
showrooms and from then on it is up to 
the dealer, No matter how many machines 
a dealer sells, he can only sell one ata 
time and when a prospect walks out of 
the agency without buying, the dealer has 
dropped the ball. 


Happy Ending 





Oh yes, did I ever get a demonstration 
ride? Yup. At the Cycle World Show, I 
met a representative of the West Coast 
distributor of the motorcycle I was inter- 
ested in and chided him for not having a 
«dealer’’ in a city of 750,000 population, 
He, of course, questioned this, but when 
he heard my story he agreed that I 
should have a ride on one of the bies, He 
introduced me to other dealers who in- 
vited me for not only a ‘‘demo’’ but a 
good cup of coffee. The only trouble was 
that they were 130 miles from my home, 
Finally he gave me his card and told me 
to visit one of their dealers some 25 
miles from my home in a town of about 
30,000 people. I found him a progressive 
dealer of Hondas in conjunction with the 
machine in which I was interested, He 
was using the same methods of selling 
the big bike as he does withhis Japanese 
imports and from the looks of things is 
doing a successful job, Anyway, we put 
over 500 happy miles on our “пеў”?

The Cycle Bowl, located at the 8-Mile

Gas and Fuel 

Disaster struck in both of these top bike 
divisions, American Speed Cycle fielded 
two gas dragsters, one a twin engine 
Norton and second 2 new750cc Triumph, 
Everything went well as the double Nor- 
ton cranked out a run of 11.40 seconds 
and 126 miles per hour during early 
morning time trials. Event the overbored 
Triumph was laying down some good 
rubber patches that helped stop the clocks 
in 12.13 seconds and revealed a top end 
speed of 110 mph. Later however, George 
Jonovich was to bring the twin engine 
Norton down the return road at a casual 
30 miles per hour and suddenly his 
world turned upside down.

When Skip Van Leeuwen ventures into 
the Pacific Northwest area of Washing- 
ton/Oregon he leaves behind his sunny 
California and the potent Van Leeuwen/ 
Danny Macias/Triumph combination that 
has terrorized the Ascot troops of late. 
There he teams with Gene Curry of 
Portland, Oregon, who tunes Skipper’s 
Northwest ride while managing Jack 
Leigh’s United Motorcycles dealership, 
also in Portland, 

Gene, once himself a racer, has been 
motorcycling some 14 years, doing all 
wrench-twisting himself, maintaining his 
own machines, Triumph, 
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Gene Curry, tuner of the hot Triumph Skip Van 
Leeuwen rides when he journeys to the North- 
west, 

*"Skip and I were brought together for 
the ‘65 Castle Rock National by Jack 
Leigh,” recalled Gene. “Our other rider 
had decided to quit and I had this engine 
all built but had stuck it away a few 
months before. Jack got Skip to come up 
so we took a new TR-6 off the floor, 
yanked the engine, and stuck our racer 
one in,’’ 

This engine had never been run so 
Gene took it out to Delta Park for testing. 

“The darn thing scared me silly!" 
“Pd never ridden a forty-incher so 
strong,” remarked Gene. “At the Na- 
tional Skip’s heat was the fastest, which 
he won, but later he fell off in the Main 
and that ended our Castle Rock for that 
year.” 

Basically the Curry rig is a 1963 
Triumph, standard boreandpistons, with 
no deep down hidden go-fast secrets. 
The spark plugs are re-located in the 


head, now vertical and between the rock- 
er boxes making a true hemispherical 
chamber while the ignition has remained 
energy transfer. 

All rocker arms are ground and weigh 
exactly the same, as are the Sifton push- 
rods; the cam followers are drilled for 
lightness. Cams are by Connolly of Port- 
land. 

Balanced to perfection are the engine 
sprocket, clutch hub, clutch center, stat- 
or rotor, and of course the crank and 
flywheel, 

All bushings and spacers wherever 
possible are machined from 60-61 T6 
aluminum, 

Noticing every visible nut had been cut 
down to one-half its original thickness 
I asked why. 

“To get light, man,’’ answered Gene, 
never looking up. ‘Ya’ gotta get light.

Weight is our biggest threat on the tracks 
this year. 

«уе got about all the horse power out 
of this I can get," he said, pointing to 
number 59, **so now we're really going 
to go light.” 

Thus the Yamaha front brake spindle 
laced to the nineteen inch Akront rim, 
utilizing aluminum nipples and alloy 
spokes., (One spoke and nipple — 13.7 
grams. One pound, 1.8 ozs, for nipples 
and spokes per wheel vs. approximately 
three pounds for standard parts), 

“I saved about ten pounds building this 
front wheel," said Gene, ‘‘and every 
ounce counts, Throw all the weight saved 
into a bag and carry it around and you'll 
soon see what I mean. 

Van Leeuwen won the Northwest TT 
opener at Boise earlier this year aboard 
this bike, and led the race lastyear until 
colliding with a slower rider. Skip has 
won the Main event at the Sidewinders 
weekly TT races at Portland more than 
just a few times, placed well at Wash- 
ington’s Graham Speedway and at Castle 
Rock, who run bi-monthly TT events on 
their National track. 

Gene hopes for the National win there 
at Castle Rock this year and at the rate 
Skip has been going there is no reason 
why not, 1966 saw Van Leeuwen with a 
hurt knee cop a third. Last year, while 
leading, the head of the swinging arm 
bolt sheered and jammed, leaving Skip 
with no rear brake, 

With the time and care that goes into 
this machine, and money no object, Skip 
Van Leeuwen has one remarkable Tri- 
umph awaiting. This could well be the 
year he and Gene dominate wherever 
they show and capture those few re- 
maining races that have proved so elu- 

sive in years gone by,
